OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, Oct. 6, 1854. 
Dear ‘* Spirit.””—Delightful weather continues, which makes it glorious 
for the fall racing.. The October meetings have commenced, with excel- 
lent prospects of sport, and Newmarket last week was full of visitors. 
The Chester Autumn meeting also holds out great inducements to the 
surrounding neighborhood, and Liverpool is alive with sporting men, both 














English and American. The greatest event to come off during the season 
is the Cesarewitch, one of the most important races that takes place dur- 
ing the year. 

The theatres are gradually opening their doors to the public, the princi- 
pal attractions this week being the opening of thg St. James, with a 
dramatic company, and G. V. Brooke opening Drury Lane for seven fare- 
well performances prior to his departure for America. 

The St. James’s Theatre is situated in the centre of the aristocratic por- 
tion of London, and has for years past been leased by Mr. Mitchell, li- 
brarian in Bond-st. It has generally been opened for short seasons only, 
during the fashionable months, and then exclusively for French perform- 
ances. The companies selected by Mr. Mitchell always composed the 
very best French artistes, having as a star, generally, the great tragedienne 
Rachel. The past season, Madam Marie Cabel, in opera, was the attrac- 
tion, and the Vaudeville company always had Mr. Regnier and other 
celebrated artistes. Under the immediate patronage of Her Majesty, the 
Court, and a great number of the nobility, Mr. Mitchell just about made 
it pay ; but during the past few years several managers have attempted 
seasons, with German, Italian, and English Operas, and also with one or 
two dramatic companies, every one of which failed, and with great losses. 
The announcement that Mrs. Seymour, late of the Haymarket, had taken 
this theatre for the purpose of opening it with a dramatic company, some- 
what startled the West-End theatre goers, and many at once denounced it 
asa certain failure. Mrs. Seymour has, however, made considerable 
alterations, and enlarged thé house, and opened it on Monday last. Her 
company comprises several first-rate artists, among which are Mr. Geo. 
Vandenhoff, T. Mead, Mr. Stewart, Miss Glyn, Miss Grey, and Mrs. 
Seymour. Most of these have been favorites on the Haymarket boards, 
and long established in London. The opening piece was written by 
Messrs. Tom Taylor and C. Reade, entitied “The King’s Rival.” Having 
been out of town during the week, I have been unable to pay the theatre 
a visit, but I hear the piece spoken of in high terms; the houses, however, 
have been very bad. I do not believe the St. James’s theatre will ever 


* succeed as a dramatic house, and to fully test the experiment it could 


not have been attempted by better hands than the present manageress, 
who has every ability for doing so. 

G. V. Brooke is drawing his usual crowd to Drury Lane this week, and 
has been playing a round of his most cel@brated parts. He certainly suc- 
ceeds, as far as drawing in numbers, better than any actor of the present 
day. As for the characters he represents, opinions are much divided, 
He pleases the pit and gallery toa dot, and does so by sudden changes 
and intonations of voice. It may often be called “going from the sublime 


to the ridiculous,” for I look upon his acting as frequently embodying 
Some critics, however, will have it that Brooke is a great actor, 


both. 


and others won’t have him atall. Jerrold says that ‘‘Brooke’s success is 
entirely owing to the Barnum dodges of his Yankee speculators,” and as 
his friends are desirous of making him some testimonial prior to his de- 
parture for Australia, he advises a pickaxe and shovel as the most ap. 
propriate. The only Yankee speculator Jerrold can refer to must be Hall 
Wilton, who certainly has managed Mr. Brooke very cleverly, and who 
Mr. B. may thank for the position he has gained, and the money he has 
made. Mr. Brooke’s fortune is now certainly before him, providing his 
health continues, as Mr. Coppin, an Australian manager of great wealth, 
has entered into an engagement with him for two hundred nights, at 
fifty pounds per night, and all travelling expenses. 

Mr. Hudson, the Irish comedian, continues at the Haymarket, draw. 
ing good houses, and to-morrow will be the last night of the Spanish 
Dancers, who for the past twelve weeks have held possession there, and 
| drawn better houses than any other production since Mr. Buckstone’s

The population of the neighborhood is quite sufficient to sup- 
port him, and Mr. Wallack will no doubt make his house to Paddington 
what Mr. Phelps has made Sadler’s Wells at Islington.

LETTER FROM “ACORN.” 
Death of George Harrison Finn—Theatricals in Boston—* Know 


Nothing” 
and ** Black Hawk Maid.” is 


Boston, Oct. 23d, 1854. 

Dear P.—My pen of late has been too often called upon to record the 
death of those connected with the theatrical professioA. That great lev- 
eller of rank, position, influence, and wealth, seems to have aimed his 
fatal shaft with deadly precision into the ranks of those who claim my 
highest respectand esteem. The last victim to that fel] destroyer in our 
city is George Harrison Finn, second son of the lamented Henry J. Finn, 
who was lost in the ill-fated steamer Lexington. Young Finn died on 
Tuesday morning last, at the age of 21 years, after an illness of three 
weeks. He had been upon the stage about four years, having made his 
debut at Kimball’s Museum in 1850, where he had remained since that 
time; and, step by step, has been gradually progressing in the art to 
which he promised to be a credit and an honor. He was a young man 
possessing great loveliness of character and disposition, which bound him 
by the strongest ties to every one who enjoyed the pleasure of his ac- 
quaintance. He had a0 enemies—none knew him but to love and respect 
him; and his death has made a vacuum in the circle of his friends that 
will not soon be filled; while he was the solace and support of his wi- 
dowed mother, who cherished him as the idol of her fond heart. If there 
was ever a kind, affectionate, and dutiful son, it was Geor@r H. Finn !! 
whose gentle spirit has taken its flight to eternal rest and happiness, just 
as he was blushing into manhood and usefulness. To his sorrowing mo- 
ther, whose heart is overwhelmed with grief, and whose spirit is bowed 
to the grave in anguish at this great bereavement and irreparable loss, I 
may be permitted, I trust, without encroaching on the sanctity of private 
and domestic grief, to offer my deep and heartfelt sympathy in this her 
stormy hour. It was a sad blow, too, to the heart of Mr. W. H. Sedley 
Smith, under whose tutilage young Finn had been for the past four years ; 
during which time Mr. Smith had watched over him with all the kind- 
ness and solicitude of a father. Every member of the Museum company 
seemed to regard him not only as a brother in the profession, but as a bro- 
ther bound to them by the strong ties of consanguinity. The funeral ser- 
vices took place at Trinity Church, on Thursday morning last, at 10

Throughout the week Miss Dean has been ably supported by Mr, Ben- 
nett, Mr. -Pauncefort, Mr. Gilbert, Mr, Daly, and other members of the 
company, who have justly shared the applause ; and when Mrs, Barrow 
has appeared, she has somewhat eclipsed the ‘‘star” of the evening by 
her spirited and finished style of acting. 

At the Musewm, Mr. Couldock has been acting to fine houses, in a play 
entitled ‘Louis X1.,” **Richetieu,” and the “Willow Copse.” This even- 
ing he enacts Hamlet. 

At the National Theatre, the business the past week has somewhat im- 
proved over thatof the week before, with the “Nick of the Woods,” 
‘Fashion and Famine,” ‘*Moll Pitcher,” ‘Jack Sheppard,” ‘*Toodles,” 
and **Shocking Events.” This evening a new drama is to be produced, 
entitled ‘Yankee Jack,” in which a large-sized, full-rigged brigantine is 
to be introduced. 

Miss J. M. Davenport is playing a successful engagement in Chicago. 
She is to play for fifteen nights in Baltimore, commencing on the 14th of 
November. 

Since the opening of our new theatre the critics seem to have sharpened 
their pens, which tends to be of service to the theatres and agtors, as well 
as cause the public generally to look more critically at performances. I 
think it is in the power of Mr. Barry to have the Boston Theatre regarded 
as a dramatic school, if competent critics will but take the trouble to ana- 
lyze the efforts of the corps dramatique; and haye neither managers or ac- 
tors any longer rely upon fulsome and indiscrimfnate praise, which ever 
\ tends to injure the actor, and lowers the standard of dramatic excellence. 
Mr. Barry isa gentleman of large experience, keen discernment, and 
sound judgment, combined with a thorough knowledge of the business 
details of his profession; and is just the man to aid in having the drama 
placed upon a proper and sound basis in our metropolis ; as he has under 
his control one of the most commodious theatres in the country, with any 
amount of capital at his command, that may be required to carry it on in 
a spirit of liberality seldom before enjoyed by any manager in our city. 
The race between Know Nothing and Black Hawk Maid, which came 
off over the Cambridge Course, on Tuesday, October 17, two miles and re- 
peat, in sulkies, instead of in saddle, asI stated in my last letter, resulted 
in favor of Know Nothing, who won the first heat at his ease in tlfe slow 
time of 5:26, when the mare was found to be ‘‘wrong,” and was with- 
drawn.

OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT AT BADEN-BADEN, 
Bapen-Bapen, Sept. 26th, 1864, 
Dear **Spirit”—We were talking of exporting American horses to Eu- 
rope. After considering price in various countries, expense of transpor- 
tation, risk, &c., the principal motive, after all, must be a preference for 
your own country horses—without which the thing is hardly worth while. 
I confess to such a preference, having immense faith in their endurance, 
and the quantity of work to be got out of them, on the one hand, and their 
docility on the other. The latter is perhaps what astonishes the French 
the most, though they do not look upon it as an unmixed good in a horse ; 
and perhaps a fair share of the difference is to be attributed to the differ- 
ent styles of driving, as your Frenchman will never let his beast go natu- 
rally, but must be fussing at him with whip or curb, to make him prance 
or show off in some way. But whatever be the reason, 1 am persuaded 
that the combination of speed and power, with perfect docility, is rarer 
in the European than in the American horse. Under the saddle, our ani- 
mals (I speak of the Northern horses) have some obvious and serious faults, 
pulling too much on the bit, stumbling, cantering on the wrong leg, not 
knowing how to leap; but all these are the result of their education, or 
want of education. We are such a nation of drivers, that there is no ade- 
quate demand for superior saddle horses, or indeed for any horses exclu- 
sively devoted to the saddle—as a saddle horse, to be really a saddle horse, 
should be. 
Be it said, too, of our horses, that if they sometimes make a rider anx- 
ious by stumbling, when they do fall, itis not with so much damage to 
themselves as a European horse experiences. In eight years’ riding Ame- 
rican horses, I have had four falls ; on no occasion did the horse hurt him- 
self enough to leave a mark of any kind, or to lose two days’ work, Of 
English horses, 1 never owned but two; they both tumbled down with 
me—not on bad ground, either, but on perfectly smooth and level roads— 
and both broke their knees. 
Talking of English horses, did you ever notice a prejudice that the.Eng- 
lish have against mares for harness? They consider them vicious and 
unsafe. From the extent of the prejudice there must be some foundation 
for it; and if so, itis another point to be put down to the credit of our 
animals, since with us mares are just as quiet in harness as geldings, and 
many of our sporting men prefer mares to drive. 
One sometimes hears a good deal of the Russian trotters, but I never 
met a Russian who, after having seen our “flyers,” did not acknowledge 
their superiority. A Muscovite Prince in Paris imported a pair of fast 
horses from our country last spring, at a high figure—lI believe chiefly to 
breed from. They were a brown and ligt bay, about 15j hands high» 
and made a very respectable looking team, though not remarkable for 
beauty. The bown was a sister of Highland Maid, but neither her ap- 
pearance nor gait reminded me of her distinguished relative. 1 liked the 
bay much better, and was told she turned out better on trial, having gone 
her mile (near Fontainbleau) in “2:40,” with about 300ibs. behind her. 
The Prince remained incognito several months in France, at no small 
personal risk, solely to get his purchases in order for the overland journey

‘We were at the meet again soon after twelve, most of us being enticed 
back faster than was absolutely necessary by desire of something to drink, 
for though the day was cool, and the run short, it had been sharp enough 
to make both men and horses hang out profusely. Almost before the last 
of the party had straggled in, the clatter of plates, the flutter of waiteis, 
and the pop of corks commenced, and continued three-quarters of an 
hour. More than a hundred and fifty persons, of all nations, found ac- 

¢commodation at the long tables. There were some very pretty women 
among the number; of course, our countrywomen were the prettiest, 
thongh the transatlantic representation at Baden has vot been so large this 
season as some years. After the lunch came a small dance, though it 
must have been ‘‘tight papers” on the thick grass. Butas the jurists say, 
tres faciwnt collegium, so three Americans are enough to get up a dance 
anywhere. 

A little before one the second deer was let off, and started with great 
eclat, leaping over the heads of three children. An anxious quarter of an 
hour elapsed, and then the horn sounded, and off we went. For about 
half an hour we raced over the fields hither and thither, the hounds being 
continually at fault. The weather had been very dry, not five hours’ rain 
for the last five weeks, and they were led astray by small animals-hares 
and rabbits. I saw one giving desperate chase to a squirrel. At length 
it appeared that the deer had taken to the forest, and the leading horse- 
men charged a clump of woodland so thick that it required considerable 
pluck and dexterity, on the part of both man and horse, to make any 
headway in it. At this stage of proceedings, several people ban to 
be among the missing ; your correspondent came near being one of them, 
as Fanny was not used to this sort of work; fortunately, this bit of 
woodland did not extend far, and after worming through the trees, and 
forcing my way through .a lot of bushes rather higher than the mare’s 
head. I got comfortably upon open ground again, and soon came up 
with the hunt, which had experienced a fresh check. 


How many of us had started I don’t know, but by this time there were 
only thirteen left, including the huntsman and his two whips, Hen and 
myself. The other eight, all told, were: St. John, who had achieved a 
horse this time, and mounted a very likely chesnut of Benazet’s, the mas- 
ter of the hounds having apparently had enoughof it. With him another 
Englishman, a capital horseman, on one of the best of the riding-mas- 
ter’s stud, so far as going went, for as to looks, he was rather the frame- 
work of a horse, than a horse proper. An Austrian oflicer, the only one 
left of eight or ten; he was apparently the best mounted of us all; his 
horse was a brown bay, compactly built, and flag-tailed, good both at 
running and trotting. An Italian Marquis, on another manege horse, a 
tall grey, that must have been worth something in his time, and indeed 
looked very well at the beginning of the season; but such a season the 
poor beast had been through! twice out almost every day, and only two 
day® before the hunt he had been off to Mummelsee, an expedition of nine 
or ten hours. In one respect, certainly, he was in capital working condi- 
tion; not an ounce of superfluous flesh covered his ribs. The Marquis 
sported a hunting-whip with a deer’s- foot handle, and a lash five feet long ; 
he didn’t carry that to the end of his journey. A little French attache, the 
same who had killed the first deer; he rode a very hot and showy grey 
mare, a Hanoverian with a cross of English bluod, and between her and 
a big stick which he carried in lieu of a whip, his hands were pretty well 
fall. Two ponies, one mounted by a youth of the Benazet family, the 
other by a plucky little boy, only nine years old,a son of Baron Thuyl, 
whom some of our Gothamite friends may remember. The little fellow 
had followed us pertinaciously, and though sometimes left so far behind 
that he seemed lost, always crawled up in time to start fair after each 
check, Finally, an outsider.

Meanwhile Rosinante, in struggling to regain his legs, 
put one foot into the pony’s bridle, and the two floundlered about, it were 
hard to say whether more ludicrously or dangerously, till young Benazet 
dismounted and extricated them, just as I had succeeded in convincing 
the little fellow that he was not quite killed. When once at ease on this

They had all but 
come up with the deer, but he just escaped them and got into the river, 
going across a bend of it in the direction of Baden, and we were now to 
head him off by a road through the marshes. This was ra‘her a delicate

Geld where the losses occasioned by the ‘‘afflic \ ' 
vine Providence might readily and easily be supplied. But such is not the 
case ;—if any thing, it is said to be more difficult there, considering the 
abundance and variety of material to operate upon, to mould a widow’s 
affections into that desirable form, and give to them that confidential 
shape and temperament that wiill induce her to consent to be led to the 
nuptial altar without misgivings, suspicions, and dire forebodings of an 
unhappy future. Consequently, gentlemen of the most bland and ac- 
complished manners, graceful exterior, and eloquent loquacity, de some- 
times find it necessary to emigrate over into Tennessee, in order to #upply 
the “lost rib.” 

Such was the necessity to which the subject of our remarks was re- 
duced, who, some two years ago, more or less, found himself the sole and 
lonely oceupant of a widowed bed, brought about by one of those “afilic- 
tive dispensations,” which had deprived him of a most amiable, kind, 
and affeetionate wife, with no other companions of his once quiet and 
uappy household, save several orphan step-children.

A MISSOURIAN ON HIS TRAVELS. 
San Antonio, Oct. 4th, 1854, 

Dear “Spirit” —Since I wrote you from Indianola, I have been busy. I 
toiled through the miry, “thog-wallow” prairie, for the coast, passed Vic- 
toria, and came upon the grouse-covered plains of the Guadaloupe, 
where I enjoyed glorious sport. The prairie hens (pinnated grouse) were 
in great abundance. I killed as many as I desired, tried the range of my 
gun on several herds of deer, bagged 20 plover, 13 quails, and 17 doves, 
in one morning’s excursion. This will give you an idea of the abun- 
dance of game in Western Texas. 

On my arrival in San Antonio, I was invited by Col. Hanson Alsbury to 
accompany him to his mill at the head of the San Antonio river. With 
several friends armed with rods, hooks, lines, double-barrelled guns, and 
abundance of bait (not forgetting the stomach strengtheners), we sallied 
forth, and in an hour’s drive over the beautiful, rolling, and picturesque 
highlands, we arrived at the spot designated. It was a scene of romantic 
beauty. A cottage surrounded by deep green moss-covered woods, on 
the banks of a stream whose source was but a few yards above ; while 
a hundred yards below stood the mill, and the fall of the crystal waters 
over the dam made music to chime with the wild birds’ song ; beyond the 
stream wasa garden in wild luxuriance of, verdure—but we gave all 
these but a glance, ahd proceeded on our mission of thinning the bright 
waters of the “‘finny darters,” and the woods of their peaceful denizens.

We concluded administering to the inne: man, enjoyed a short siesta, 
some “‘innocent, social converse,” and walked out to trace the sources of 
the river San Antonio, There are several large springs that gush up at 
the base of the hills, generally known as the termination of the Guada- 
loupe mountains. Col. A. has upon his place most of these springs. They 
all possess great power, a considerable and rapid fall, and are all efficient for 
machinery. Indeed, every spring and stream could be converted into a 
mill-race, and from Col. Alsbury’s place to San Antonio, there could be 
erected continuous manufactories. I have viewed most of the manufac- 
turing establishments of the East, and know of no point where half the 
advantages of water power exist. Then it is in the heart of a rich, healthy, 
cotton-raising country, convenient to Mexico, and where every fabric 
could be disposed of at the highest price. Why do not our Eastern man- 
ufacturers seize the golden opportunity and come out? I know of no 
better opportunity for investing capital and engaging in @ most profitable 
business. On Col. Alsbury’s place—the source of this great water power 
—there is abundance of wood, and a fine quarry of the best limestone, 
that can be polished like marble. 

I start to-morrow on a fishing and hunting excursion to the Leona ; 
when I return you shall hear from me. Afterwards, I will write from all 
the posts between this point and El Paso.

Prairie Sport.—A correspondent of the Troy ‘Daily Times,” writing 


from Racine, Wisconsin, gives the following account of bird-shooting on 
the prairies :— 

I took a trip out on the prairie the other day as far as East Troy, about 
thirty miles west of this place. It brought up many very pleasant remi- 
niscences of your Troy, and I tried to flatter myself 1 was in Troy; but. 
*twas nouse. I took my gun and dog along and brought home eighteen 
prairie chickens anda few ducks, Chicken-shooting is about as fine 
sport as the huntsman can wish for. To be successful you must have a 
good dog, as the chickens will not rise, without the dog is almost on 
them ; when they rise they fly in a direct line from you, and when they 
are at a proper distance, “‘you let fly at them,” and a very poor marksman 
is almost sure to bring them down. It is now getting late for chicken- 
shooting, as they are getting wild. They have been exceedingly scarce 
this fall and you will not probably see many of them at the east this win- 
ter. Quails are quite plenty. In the morning, and in fact all day, they 
may be seen running about the streets. The boys catch them, play with 
them a little while and then let them go. As soon as the weather gets a 
little eool they fly into the city, oftentimes flying against the buildings and 
knocking their brains out against the bricks. They seem to get crazy and 
partly blind. 








Rare Birds.—Two specimens of the American Ostrich—-male and fe- 
male—were recently killed near Fort des Moines, Iowa, and prepared by 
W. E. Moone for the Fort des Moines Museum. They are described by 
Mr. M. as four and a half feet long, and five feet in height, with bills six 
inches long, straight and very sharp. They resemble in most points the 
Ostrich of Africa. Mr. Moore has been offered $1000 for them, but refuses | 





to sell. He is about to make a tour on the far western prairies, hoping to 
meet with other varieties. 

A Narrow Escape.—A correspondent of the ‘*Portland Transcript” says 
that while out gunning recently on Prout’s Neck, he noticed another 
sportsman in the distance, and concluded he would edge away towards 
him, in order to meet him and ascertain what-success he had met with. 
The result of this intention we well give in his own words: 

‘*When within four or five’ hundred yards, he raised his piece and fired, 
and to my surprise a bullet (as I supposed) went singing over my head! 
I thought that the man must be insane to be scattering lead so carelessly ; 
but as he had come toa halt, as if waiting my approach, I quickened 
my pace, and was glad to recognise in hima fellow enthusiast in the study 
of nature, Dr. D He had seated himself on an old log, and looked 
somewhat fatigued, but a large bunch of yellow-shanked snipes lying at 
his feet showed that he had gunned it to good purpose. He met my ob- 
servations on the fine lot of game he nad obtained with the remark that 
his sport was up for the day-—at the same time holding up his favorite 
double-barrel for my inspection. One of the barrels had burst! From 
the britch for five or six inches upwards, the iron was rent to shivers, and 
the lock was torn off and the wood-work shattered. I had now no diffi- 
culty in comprehending what it was that had sung so keenly over my 
head. I looked at his hands with a kind of shudder, expecting to see one 
of them, at feast, terribly mutilated ; but both were whole, nor had he re- 
ceived a single scratch. How had he escaped the effect of such an ex- 
plosion? Opening his coat, he took outa thick glass flash, enclosed in 
wicker-work, inside of which was a piece of the iron, an ounce in weight. 
This flask, (containing water diluted with something stronger, probably,) 
‘at the time the gun was fired, was in his breast-pocket, right opposite his 
heart, and the iron had cut through the wicker-work and the glass of the 
bottle, but was deterred further progress by the resistance of the fluid! 
The escape was almost miraculous; and who will say, after this, that 
brandy and water has not, in one instance, saved a man’s life ?” 








Bears.—Many bears have lately made their appearance in the fields 
and villages in St. Lawrence county, N. Y., frightened probably from 
their, usual covers by the fires in the woods. At Pierpont on the 26th ult., 
a farmer met a bear near his house, and not being able to frighten him 
away with stones, went after a gun; but on his return Bruin had disap- 
peared. At Racket’s river on the 30th, a man named Irish, seventy years 
of age, shot a bear weighing three hundred pounds. On the same day a 
larger one was chased through a village, and after rushing through doors 
and yards, and terrifying many men, women and children, made his es- 
cape. On the night of that day a bear was caught in a trap in David 
Randall’s corn field ; and on Monday, Sept. 4, two more bears were kill- 
ed near Pierpont, making seven which had been captured in the space of 
about a week: A letter from Thornton, N. H., tells of a bear caught there 
lately by Charlés C. Dassey, which weighed 340\bs., was five feet in 
length, from tip of nose to tip of tail, whose head measured fifteen inches 
in length, and his fore leg two feet in length, and fifteen inches in circum- 

ference.

All my pleasant ideas of Doncaster are got from Southey’s “Dr. Danie! 
Dove.” I haveno wish to make crab-like running to the times when Ro- 
bin Hood roamed with his merry gang of outlaws through the dells of 
Barnsdale, and looked in at Roche Abbey to taste the Hatfield-eels with 
the jolly abbot; nor peep, in fancy, under the cowls of the Cistercian 
friars, as they stealthily move down Baxter-gate. I simply like to think 
of those grave old card-parties, which the Doctor loved one hundred 
years ago—of the merrie old bells which seemed to ring in his ear,— 
**Daniel Dove brings Deborah home,” when he drew on his small clothes 
on his wedding morning—of the grand organ, ‘‘whose pipes” (as its for- 
eign maker observed), ‘‘were made for to speak” by one of our great 
English composers, and which was apostrophized in the curate’s sermon 
on its opening Sunday, as **thou divine box of sounds !’—and of the old 
corporation, going down to Potteric Carr about the time when Flying 
Childers was nearly drowned there, to see races between galioways from 
12 to 2, and then returning to the tankards and platters of the Mansion 
House, for a most fearful soak’and sit till 2 tbe next morning. Those 
grand old times, succeeded as they were by others, when the equipages 
of the Fitzwilliams, the Clevelands, the Wharncliffes, the Westminsters, 
and the Gascoignes, &c., thronged the High-street, have all gone; but | 
doubt not they have left better behind, and thrée persons, thanks to spe- 
cial trains, can bear a hand now at the St. Leger, where but one could 
come before. 

It has been my wont to go on a Saturday, and have a good ramble out 
into the eountry on Monday; but this year | did not.alight at Doncaster 
till the afternoon of the latter day was far spent, and by the time | was 
well settled at dinner, the listemen came tearing up the street, in full cry. 
A noble broad-sheet it was, too, thanks to Mr. Johnson and his ever-green 
namesake, The Corporation Knight of St. George, who, it will be remem- 
bered, founded the spring meeting, and waves the Field Marshal’s baton 
in the civic engagements, on the subject of the race grant, new stands, 
&c. The streets were very quiet as night drew on, and it was impessible 
not to be struck with the enormous lack of military moustaches, which 
used to be seen there in picturesque clusters, and lending animation and 
ton to the crowd in the inclosures. 

The gallops inthe morning were dull and flat. Lord Derby was out 
with ten of Scott’s string, but they only walked round once. It was said 
on the ground, that his lordship had told Lord Glascow at York, that 
he could run 4irst, second, and third.

The streets were unusually quiet that evening, and, when I had taken my 
usual peep at the St. Leger scratchings, I laid my head on the pillow, ve- 
ry happy to think that I had net one halfpenny on the race.

However, I had no such no- 
tions. I had heard, as I believe, for a fact, that he showed temper in the 
Derby, and that Basham had to hit him on each side of the head to keep 
him straight at all at Tattenbam Corner. His two-year-old running, too, 
was very rabbit-like; and tremendous as his speed had been this year, it 
had only been shown over one-and-a-quarter miles. Hence I did not be- 
lieve in him; and still less when I saw his ears tight-screwed back, and 
the humoring which he seemed to require on parade.

The Early Bird’s penalty crushed him; but I am rather looking out for 
this gentleman in the Cambridgeshire, and for Star of Surrey, if right 
again, in the Cesarewitch. Jack Sheppard looked an Iago from top to toe; 
and Alice Laycock was not unlike her sire Pompey. 

But now the well-known word ‘St. Leger” ig on the top of the tele- 
graph, and the dark Palmeria in her light sheets is the first to show. 
Trapper came next, stalking proudly along like a great black giraffe, 
With a shiny coat, long legs, and a shabby tail. Young John Day seemed 
to devote himself to chafting Naton the subject of his mount. ‘*Nat,” 
said he solemnly, as that little gentleman stripped to the black stripes, **I 
have ordered a pair of steps in the town, and they’ll be here directly.” 
Nat didn’t half like it; but he climbed without waiting: and then John 
warned him again, and most solemnly, to ‘‘take care, or Dre. O’ Toole will 
run slap between your horse’s legs and tilt you off.” No one cared much 
to see the Doctor or Hesse Cassel, against whom ‘500 sovs. to 5 witha 


start” tad gone begging the day before; but Calamus looked dangerous, 
and, as it struck me, grown nota little since Ascot. Scythian seemed a 


good deal brighter than at York; and Mr. Padwick avers that when he 
got him there he could hardly hold up his head. If so, old John has done 
perfect wonders for him. Middlesex was avery poor proxy for King 
Tom, whose lameness is said to have been caused by his trainer galloping 
him on the side of a hill, to do the touts. There is a rumor that King is 
to train no more for the Baron, who will no doubt buy Strood if he can. 
Midsummer seemed quite a Melbourne, and “ibs. better than Arthur Wel- 
lesley, according to Peck; but she had been conghing a day or two be- 
fore. The Knight, if my memory serves me, only came into the enclo- 
sure for an instant; and he looked sadly vicious as Basham walked him 
about by himself outside. Mr. Harry Hall informed me that he is one of 
the sweetest studies he ever painted from. He is a race-horse all over, 
but bis fore-hand is especially beautiful. 

The sight of sights was the advance of the Derby trio from the gate 
near the Rubbing House, ‘‘Sim” (people wondered if he had his pick of 
the mounts; and said he had got £200 at York,) in the white garter, on 
Acrobat, with Farrar at his head; then Boiardo, with his donkey ears and 
bandaged legs, led by Hayhoe, with Alfred Day “up,” and Lord Der- 
by, Scott, and Markwell at his side; and then Holmes on Dervish. Lord 
Derby turned to “Jack” and told him not to come into the enclosure, but 
to make a hermit of himself a quarter of a mile away till the parade began. 
Round the paddock walked the two cracks, with their coats of silk glist- 
ening again, and Acrobat quite heading the poll in public opinion; while 
lvan, with his pale, long-legged, little-genius of 6st., was all but overlook- 
ed, as with a firm step and glossy coat he humbly followed his York con- 
queror, Autocrat showed last; and jolly fat he was too. 

The gallops were glorious to look at; and when I saw Acrobat “‘steal 
down” trom the distance, with his head down in true Eclipse fashion, I 
made up my mind that Acrobat (1), Calamus (2), Ivan (3), would be the 
result. Alas for attempts at prescience! When the eighteen had twice 
passed the Stand in long Indian file, in which even Dervish and The 
Knight quickly took their rank, they at last faced round in the open, and 
had barely got together and into that swaying motion which betokens 
that every horse is on the qui vive, when down went the flag, and in an 
instant the sad truth was out—that “green” was lef@at the post. Mr. 
Hibburd rushed at him with his flag-stick, but round he went again; and 
poor Marson, as he glanced at them careering away, felt that pursuit was 
hopeless, and, when he bad given his ‘angenerous brute some very smart 
touches with whip and spur, he trotted back, like a ‘Knight of the Rueful 
Countenance,” into the enclosure. There has not been, if we remember 
rightly, such a decided case of “‘left at the post” in a great race since Sam 
Chifney (on Young Rowton) and Billy Pettit (on St. Francis) were left at 
the Derby post in 1838. We were so annoyed at the incident, that we ne- 
ver caught sight of the horses till they were over the hill and the tailing 
began. / 

On they came past the Red House, and it was soon evident that Boiar- 

do had something more in hand than a Malton trial; and at the bend 
even Acrobat did not look like a winner, As they swept up to the Stand, 
to our astonishment, there was Ivan next the rails travelling away with 
that slow but unflinching stride of his about a neck in front, with St. 
George quietly waiting on him. Thirty yards from home they were head- 
a d-head, buta glance told us that the “red spots” could not go fast 
enough for the yellow; and hence Basham, who seemed hardly to dare to 
move his shifty horse, nursed him till just at home, and then with one 
well-timed effort shot him past Mr. Clark first by along head. There 
was a feverish pause till ‘*9” went up the telegraph, and then came the 
“Yorkshire roar.” Mr. Morris was a perfect study as he pushed his way 
wheezing and puffing through the crowd. His friends seemed hardly to 
know how to treat him in their delight: some bonnetted him; some seiz- 
ed his hat, and tossed it aloft; some patted him; some hit him on the 
back, and some im the paunch ; till, with his face almost black with ex- 
citement, he had forced himself through the array to meet his horse. 
Basham took matters very quietly, and simply touched his cap as he pass- 
ed the Stands. 

No man deserves his luck better than the winner, as he has always not 
only stuck by Doncaster (his stable has nineteen nominations in the St. 
Leger of 1556), but he has gone as straight as an arrow in racing matters ; 
and there is no man (not even Lord Eglinton) whose horse the ring back 
with such perfect confidence. In fact, he suspended Basham for nearly 
a month after Ascot, because he considered his riding of Kingston in the 
Stakes suspicious. His luck, too, this year, has been bitterly bad, and it 
seemed doubtful whether the stable, but for this, would have lasted much 
longer, as they have not a decent two-year-old, and Kingston and Indian 
Warrior have been so sadly uncertain. It is hopeless to gpeculate on the 
probable place of Calamus. His trial horse The Reiver ran badly enough ; 
and the stable, though sadly disappointed, avowed that they only thought 

his chance a fair one because the field was so weak. 

Ashmall confessed that such a great lazy horse like Ivan tired him out,

| never to have gone, though I do hear that Alfred considered that a very 
| doubtful business till just at home. - The strange thing is, that Lord Zet- 
| land, when he found, the night before, that he could not get Marson, did 
not telegraph to Newmarket for Bartholomew, who would have had am- 
ple time to ‘‘walk” and come. Sam Rogers was, we are told, tele- 
graphed for, but he was unwell, and dectined. It was sad to see Mar- 
low and Whitehouse throwa-away on such unsound animals as Autocrat 
and Hesse Cassel. Why, too, did not George Abdale keep his brother 
Wiiliam handy, whom nothing but lack of mounts prevents from realiz- 
ing the very high opinion Lord George held of him ’ 

Scythian finished well (as some few expected, after watching his glo- 
rious gallop with Virago the day before), and they said Boiardo was 
lame; but if so, it must have come on at night, asno one could find it 
out. Scott’s stable is always great at excuses. The deteat of the black 
jackets certainly created neither surprise nor sympathy, and when the 
stale Kingston had beaten one thing and broken down another, John Scott 
and Lord Derby rose like gianta refreshed, with De Clare, who was myste- 
riously whispered to be the horse. He is very like Boiardo, his half-bro- 
ther, and therefore not one after our own heart. However, he was quite 
goud enough to put Dirk in trouble, some 200 yards from home, and Fo- 
bert having made quite sure that Dirk would be first, had forgotten to tell 
Marlow about second money, and the wide-awake Wells contrived to 
nail it when he stopped. Fobert candidly confessed that he had no ex- 
cuse to make about not winning, except that his horse did not go fast 
enough. He is very much improved since Goodwood, and with this de- 
feat on his head, I prefer him infinitely to De Clare for next year’s pur- 
poses. He was so fearfully shin-sore, that he could hardly walk to the 
station on Friday morning. The crowds never cleared out, within my 
memory, so quick as they did this St. Leger day, and by half-past six the 
town wasall but quiet again. Nothing, in fact, was wanted to make the 
day complete, but a start for Calamus, and a dead heat, 

Mr. Morris’s winnings (he closed his ‘*Rooms”’ that night) I have never 
accurately beard, but one non-professional (who dreamt Goldfinder won 
the Chester Cup and won £500) was in luck again, all owing to his ‘‘be- 
lief in coincidences.” ‘*Knight of St. George,” said he, “is ‘9’ on the 
card—it is 9 years since an Irish horse has won the St. Leger, and there- 
fore the Knight is going to win it.” ‘Under this impression, he sported 
and won £200 at 10 tol. In the Municipal, Davis, it was said, fancied 
Dirk, and he seemed to fill two pages and a half of his book with ‘two 
ponies to one” against De Clare after they had gone up to start. 

Thursday is now nearly as strong as any other day, and this yeat it 
was quite equalto them. Boer was rather currish when he met Game- 
keeper, and Orinoco made play after the first furlong was run out of the 
eight, and was never headed again, Surely timing must be a queer 
system. Hospodar got rid of his brace before the Intake turn, and can- 
tered home by himself, and next day the same course*was run by him 
and Andover at full speed, and yet the horologist of ‘The Life” made 
only 2 secs. Cifference. Chicken had such a tremendous trial the day be- 
fore, that the Richmond men were perfectly positive on the subject; the 
presence of Andover, whom they set down as nothing, greatly aided 
them in the odds, Dervish’s star was so paled, that, even for a mile, 
people were not keen to take 10 to 1 about him. 

John Day never looked prouder than when he led Andover, whose coat 
shone again as he walked round the enclosure. It was quite palpable, 
however, that he was a little too fat, and there is a slight weakness about 
the loins, which rather unfitted him for his heavy Qst. Sibs. hamper. 
The party still seemed confident, and as Mr. Gully put his hand on his 
withers, and gave Alfred his final instructions, I never saw the old man 
look so noble. Whata rare King John II, of England he would have 
made! A triend accosted him as-he returned with ‘*Well, Gully, you 
won’t win to-day. ‘The Chicken’ beat you once, and he’ll beat you 
again.” At the finish I had only eyes for Dervish, as 1 had the greatest 
curiosity to see him finish. He came opposite the Stand in very good 





justices is ‘still his custom of an afternoon.” Toots’s Chicken could not 
have more effectually polished off Mr. Dombey than the Chanticleer one 
did the lot here. His half-sister, who carried 3lbs. less and performed the 
great feat at York, was quite tailed off, as was expected after her Tues- 
day’s work. The grey is thus sire to three of the quickest two-year-olds 
out, and I quite expect to see him take the pas of the Dutchman, who 
has, | am told, not thickened the least since he got to Fairfield. Sara- 
band and Marchioness made the finest finish of the meeting, and went 
at it head and head for the last half distance. The mare isa fine lengthy 
Melbourne, and was rather backward. Saraband, who was a little too 
big at York, seemed as if he too wanted time, as he has evidently been 
hurried in his work since then, and not only looked tucked up, but was 
damp all over when he came in. Something as usual got left at the post, 
an epidemic which began at York and has gone on ever since. 


The Cup day was quite shorn of its charms when the fatal truth was 
confirmed, that ‘*Westy,” the hero of the Ascot Cup and £13,410 besides, 
was really on the retired list at last. His owner, itis said, bet an even 
£500 with Mr. Payne at York that he would beat the mare; but his in- 
firm legs could never have stood the ground. Scott had taken enormous 
pains with him for his grand finale, and he was quite in his Leger trim 
again, and at least Sibs. better than he was at Ascot. On soft ground, I 
verily believe that he would have tanned the mare’s jacket for her at last ; 
but on this point as many jockeys ard trainers’think one way as another. 
Scott says he never trained any horse at all to be compared to him, but 
thinks that perhaps for a mile Velocipede was a trifle’ speedier. Frank 
Butler took his saddle down to Goodwood, and gave him a good trial 
there; but as his attempts to waste has not as yet been successful, he 
would not have ridden him in the Cup. They tell me that at the end of 
a three mile sweat, if the horse was only touched, he could go out lJike a 
rifle-ball from the string, and that he never seemed to tire. Stockwell is 
in work for the Whip, where Kingston meets him, but he was not for- 
ward enough for Doncaster, so Virago spoilt the Cup, as she did at Good- 
wood. Hospodar was quietly following Andover up and down in the 
Town field, as | wended my way to the course, and certainly the con- 
trast was very great between the lengthy elegant Derby winner and the 
tight little Yorkshire hunter, who has a rare back and thighs, and the 
highest turn of speed I ever knew for a horse of his stamp. Once off, he 
rattled Andover along in rare style, and Alfted had to use the prickers be- 
fore he felt quite sure of overhauling him; but stride told, and the little 
chesnut was just beaten a neck. Had the bay carried a Sib. penalty, it 
would have quite turned the scale ; but Andover’s race, it must be re- 
membered, on the previous day, had been more severe, and he wes not 
so fit: for a mile, perhaps, with both fresh and in form, there can be 
rarely half a stone between them. 

One of Andover’s backers, on the preceding day, made a clean bolt of 
it to the station, and gave a crown to the cab-driver for the extra pace. 
His victim pursued him in eab No. 2, aad when the levanter found that 
dodging him from platform to platform was useless, he darted off, with 
the victim in full ery, across the Crimpsall meadows. Another man | 
know won a small sum of some soi-disant ‘‘ring-man,” and could hardly 
recognize him again, as he changed his coat and hat with a pal, but he 
was collared as he sneaked out of the stand. Honey-suckle looked very 
plump and weil, but she had a wretched lot against her; Rosaline and 
Omoo especially had grown in inches, but not in form. The former 
roarer could hardly live much beyond-the Red House; and now came the 
roaring burst of ‘*the black ‘clond” which has hung over and obscured the 
-merits of Acrobat, and tortured the ring, and nobles to boot, beyond their 
strength for eight long months. The pace, which was paltry at York, 
when he and Ivan last met, was a thing of earnest here, which was allin 
favor of Van Tromp’s first-born, and yet when “Sim” came up, and re- 
gularly set Acrobat going, he went as fast again, and finished pulling 
do’ible. : 

There was a dead ominous calm, amid which Lord Derby, who had 
arranged with the Clerk of the Course to run the race 10 minutes sooner, 
that he might catch the afternoon train, quitted the stand, and drove off 
in a cab, which was ready waiting, to the station. Had West Australian 
met the mare in the next race, and his lordship stayed, the scene would 
have been one that not twenty Harry Broomes could have repressed. 
Back came the horse to scale, Ivan leading, and Acrobat in the wake of 
Scytbian ; but no demonstration was made till the Derby jacket was 
fairly in front of the Grand Stand, when some silly fellow gave a cheer. 
Twenty hisses at least drowned it, and Wells and Marson glanced back 
in astonishment at poor “Sim,” who sat as pale as a sheet, with his left 
arm bowed and resting on his thigh as usual, enduting a regular battery 
of hisses and abuse. Counter cheers then arose, and opposite the nobie- 
man’s stand the uproar was in full chorus. Ivan and Scythian stopped 
the way farther on; so Templeman, seeing there was no time to be lost,

Secretary of the Spring Meeting and one or two others just getting to his 
side in time. Luckily, Harry Broome was hard by, and on he rashed 
like an avalanche to the rescue, making a regular line for himself, and 
striking so vigorously that he not a little astonished one or two of his own 


side. 

The battle then became general in the space between the two stands; 
General Broome doing prodigies of valor, and Messrs, Adkins, Coyle, an 
eminent counsel, and Scott’s Doncaster friends (who were fit to ery after- 
wards at such an insult to theirold neighbor) working like men till poor 
Scott reached the welcome door. Harry Broome, who declared that he 
was so out of form that he could scarcely have stood twenty minutes, 
mounted guard on the steps, reminding not a few “outsiders” of the days 
when the ‘‘lion-hearted Jackson” and his twelve picked men kept the 


‘Abbey doors at George the 1V.’s coronation, 


The crowd still rushed so recklessly into the space, that they did not 
seem to know that Scott had escaped, and was looking down from the 
weighing stand, at intervals, on the struggling mass beneath, and for 
nearly ten minutes they hustled each other in the most /rantic way. - The 
groups outside were not idle with their tongues. Young blades who did 
not join thé fight gave opinions that “it served him right, demmy!” on 
which a furious Scottite instantly dared them to prove their words, or en- 
gage in single cambat then and there. 

Another Scottite got up on a form to make a speech, and was just, with 
outstretched finger, requesting his auditory to “take a just view of Acro- 
bat’s running at York. You see Ivan ,”. when some one came under 
him, and, saying “Shut up,” gave him such a dig in the waistband that 
Cicero swiftly descended from his eminence, gasping. 

Another of the opposite persuasion, with a face perfectly purple with 
passion, and in an agricultural garb, clenched his fists in impotent rage, 
and performed a savage Cherokee dance in front of the Nobleman’s Stand. 
“Come down to me, you rascals,” he shouted, “come down! Oh, if I 
had nobbut my old gun I’d shoot you all. Come down, if you're half 
men !” Another, with a great blue umbrella that Mrs. Gamp would have 
loved, and performing a pas seul the while, went feeling \about with it 
over the heads of the crowd, and requesting to have the head of Lord 
Derby, or any other “‘of them aristocrats” pointed out to him, forth- 
with, that he might “smash it.” 

At last, after a quarter of an hour, came a calm; a false report went 
round that Lord Derby had vaulted over the rails, and that seemed to sa- 
tisfy the malcontents, who condescended to soothe their feelings b 
watching Virago. Young John nudged his father after she was saddled, 
and said, ‘‘Now, father, be off up the Stand; for if she makes a mi take, 
they'll be wanting you next;” and away went old John accordingly. 
However, the mare gave Kingston no chance; and, when Amy had 
landed a £50 pot for Aldcroft, and a good deal more for her friends (Why 
was Rylstone so crushed by the handicappers each day ?), the crowd 
walked in thoughtful mood home, pondering over such a row as has per- 
haps never before been seen on arace course. Ruby and Nelly Hill’s 
match, at 8st. 7ibs. each, never got into the card; and very few saw the 
former walk over. The weight was too much for Nelly, but she is far 
the quickest starter of the day, and Virago the slowest. In fact, at Wor- 
cester she was six lengths ahead of her field in an instant, and seeming- 
ly converted a very-good into a very bad start. 

The riot, and its origin, is about as difficult of explanation as the mean- 
ing of **The Princvess of the Burning Eyes; or, The Mare Jingle and the 
Luminous Hat,” which I see underlined at one of the saloons. My im- 
pression is that early in the spring Whitewall got very nuch crabbed on 
finding that a large party out of the stable believed, on very good autho- 
rity, that Acrobat was far better than Dervish, and had backed him hea- 
vily for the Derby, accordingly. At last a very general belief in the fact 
arose; but, although thousands were laid out on the horse, the odds were 
laid so keenly by parties wha knew pretty well about the stable, that (in 
spite of his match and the Chester Cup) he never rose above 20 to 1. 
Dervish, too, showed such wonderful speed in his sheeted gallops, that the . 
pair were most probably never tried; and the stable either believing, or 
not choosing to disbelieve, that Dervish was best, scratched Acrobat 
for the Derby, and effectually punished the parties who first backed the 
horse. Had they prepared and started him, there seems no earthly doubt 
that Andover would have had to do his very utmost to beat him. 

Dervish’s sad Epsom display annoyed “the gentlemen in the hole” still 
more; and the pertinacity with which the stable stuck to him even after 
his Goodwood mess, and the direct line which was thus afforded the pub- 
lic of the merits of the two, through Arthur Wellesley, had not a soothing 
effect. The son of Ithuriel seemed fairly ham-strung, and no plucky be- 
liever was found to offer £4000 or so for him, and thus test the stable’s 
real St. Leger belief in him. Dervish, it is true, at last faded into insig- 
nificance, but the roarer Boiardo (whom Alfred Day declares to have been 
winning the St. Leger, till his legs failed) took his place, and yet Acrobat, 
only third in the trial, wins at York as cleverly as ever horse won. It 
was reported that al| three were to run on their merits at Doncaster ; and 
Sim says, and no doubt with trath, that “they may hiss till they’re hoarse, 
but I could not get the horse an inch forwarder.” To this, the public an- 
swer—The stable did not want to win with him, because it would either 
prove that they had made a fearful mistake about their best Derby horse, 
or had not chosen to try them, that they might have a good excuse for 
scratching the animal, who had Leen taken liberti& with. 

Scott’s friends assert that the St. Leger course was too long for the horse, 
and that a mile and a half is his forte. It is difficult to believe this, as he 
covered.the Chester Cup course very cleverly, and was ridden to boot by 
a little monkey who belonged to the winner’s stable, and who stood to 
win nearly a monkey on that winner. Hence, he was made to raee 
against every horse that came to the front, and finished a good third after 
all euch usage; in fact, such was John Scott’s dismay at seeing his or- 
ders defied, that he collared the lad'‘and shook him till his teeth rattled 
again. In the Doncaster Stakes too, the horse did not show the slightest 
signs of having had enough, and, therefore, we cannot accept the short- 
distance theory, but incline to the belief that he had not done enough werk 
to win a St. Leger. The stable must have known this, or they would 
never have brought him out, and given him a two mile gallop over the 
hard ground on Thursday night, to make the Doncaster Stakes safe on 
the following day. Well might the great and wise Newmarket tout keep 
shouting to John Scott on Langton Wold, for some weeks past, whem he 
saw how little work the horse did, “Send him along John Scott—send 
him along; or he’ll get you intoa row before you’re many days 
older.” Well, too, might a great Yorkshire sportsman, in the first out~- 
burst of vaxation at the riot, vow and protest that he would race no 
more. 

The Songstress-bitten tykes were quite as angry as the Manchester men, 
and a match between Acrobat and Ivan, at the St. Leger distance, will 
alone set the question at rest. London Sporting Magazine.

On Dits in Sporting Circles. 


Yacht Match—Venture and Vesper.—A match for $500 a side was made 
between the above named yachts, which is thus described by ‘“‘Skew- 
ball,” in a letter to the N. O. “Picayune” :— 














‘ Mosite, Oct. 11, 1854. 

Dear ‘‘Pic.”—The match race between the Venture and Vesper did not 
come off at Point Clear on Monday last; there not being a ‘‘five-knot 
breeze,” it was postponed until yesterday, to take place at Hollywood. 
The day opened very unpropitious for a race; it ‘trained cats and dogs,” 
and blew at times a small hurricane; but towards 12 0’clock the rain 
ceased and the boats prepared for the race, with @ stiff breeze from the 

south east. On drawing for positions, the Vesper had choice. On firing 
the gun for starting, the Vesper took the lead, and with free sheets off 
they went with railroad speed, but before they reached the first stake 
boat, the wind hauled more to the south, and contrary to expectations, 
made the course to the first stake boat a beat to windward. The stake 
was reached first by the Vesper, and she rounded about 10 seconds ahead 
of the Venture. From this point to the next stake it was dead before the 
wind, and with gaff-topsails and flying-jibs set, they continued their 
course, and soon the Venture was seen to pass her competitor and conti- 
nued slowly to open the gap and reached the second stake boat 1 minute 
and 25 seconds uhead. On rounding this stake, the wind was abeam, but 
was much lighter than at starting. The Venture continued to gain on 
the Vesper and reached the home stake 3 minutes and 50 seco..ds ahead, 
winning the.race and money. 

The Vesper was sailed by John Pearce, and the Venture by Charles 
Braisted, assisted by a crew that can’t be beaten in the Southern 
waters. 

There was very little excitement. The Vesper being a new boat, built 
upon a new model, very little betting took place—she was an ‘‘untried 
nag,” although her owner had great expectations from some private trial¥ 
he had given her. She is no doubt a good boat, but I think we have two 
other second class boats that can beat her. 

A match for $1000 a side has been made between the Vesper and Stin- 
garee, 10 miles dead to windward, to come off on the Ist day of July next, 
one-half forfeit. It is a long way off, but it will give time to re-build the 
old **Scourge.” 

Growing Fish.—The ‘Cleveland (O.) City Fact” says that one of the 
most pleasing things exhibited at their late County Fair was a lot of brook 
trout, artificially bred by Drs. Garlick and Ackley, whose labors in this 
line we have heretofore noticed. They showed several broods of fish in 
different stages of growth, and have demonstrated that it is just as easy 
to grow fish as it is fowls, or any other description of food.

such a show of fish as will best illustrate the fact to farmers that they can 
grow the cheapest food ever produced for man upon their farms wherever 
they have natural water orcan make artificial ponds. Let us have 
premiums ‘‘for the best show of fish artificially produced upon any farm.”’ 
It is a matter of very serious consideration, when fresh fish sells here at 


the same price per pound as beef, pork and mutton.

NEWMARKET (VA.) FALL RACES. 
LAST DAY. 

The fall races ovér the Newmarket Course ended to-day, the contest be- 
ing fora magnificent silver plate, valued at $250, furnished by the enter- 
prising proprietor of the Bollingbrook Hotel, as an encouragement to rac- 
ing and racers in the State of Virginia. 

There were three entries for this stake, at two mile heats—Die Clapper- 
ton, by Boston, and Highlander and Fanny Fern by Glencoe. Sucha 
trio, ] venture to say, will not again come together on the Newmarket 
Course for many years—nor will the Cockaders soon again have the op- 
portunity of witnessing the excitement@hus created by the announcement 
of such a contest. 

The morning dawned with a cloudy sky, and every appearance of a 
rainy day: but even this drawback had not the effect of keeping the lo- 
vers of the sport at home. From 9 o’clock until 12, vehicles heavily la- 
den, and pedestrians from every quarter, continued to pour into the field, 
until the neighborkood of the Jong-house presented the appearance of a 
living ocean of human beings, all eagerly awaiting for the hour at which 
the race was to commence, and each discussing the merits of his particu- 
lar favorite. At 20 minutes to 1 o’clock, the hour for starting, the clouds

thickened up and began to drop their pearly tears on mother earth; but 
after a light shower, only sufficient to lay the dust and cool the sultry at- 
mosphere, the wind shifted its quarters, the smoky drapery was with- 
drawn, and old Sol, in all his glory, shone forth to enliven the scene and 
gladden the hearts of the multitude who had assembled to witness a trial 
of speed between three nags, whose reputations had induced many to be- 
lieve that each could not be beaten. 

Precisely at 1 o’clock, the “trio,” under the charge of their grooms and 
trainers, appeared before the stand, and immediately thereafter the crowd 
gathered about them, in order to beeome “pointed” for speculation. Fan- 
ny Fern and Highlander had many admirers, and both were known to 
possess great speed, but they were thin, shrunken and drawn, too much 
so forahard race. The betting between these two was.about even, and in 
some few instances I understand that Fanny was taken against the field,but 
only for limited amounts. Her race over the same course last Spring, at 
the same distance, in 3:43, was yet fresh in the minds of all, and her back- 
ers believed that if she could repeat it to-day, she was bound to win; but 
there laid the rub. She had been to New York, had been thrown off her 
feet there, and very few believed that she had received her speed since 
that trip.’ Highlander had been in training for nearly a year, and now 
he looks as gaunt as if kept up to be transformed into a living skeleton. 
His friends doubted his condition, but could not resist the temptation to 
take him, when three to one was offered that he could not win. Die 
Clapperton, on the other hand, looked as fine as silk, and as fresh asa 
rose. She was a little too high for a bruising race; but then her game, 
her speed, her endtirance, al: pointed to her as a winner, and so inspired 
her friends with confidence that they readily bit at every offered bait. 
That she deserved the high opinion entertained of ber, will be shown be- 
low. 

The Judges having taken the stand, placed the horses and charged the 
riders, the three came up together, Fanny being first, Highlander second, 
and Die Clapperton third, to start for the : 
First Heat.—At the word “go,” the trio whirled off in a bunch, Die 
striking out boldly for the lead, and Fanny running to maintain it, until 
nearing the half mile pole, when Fanny drew in front, Die a closesecond, 
and Highlander bringing up the rear, which positions they maintained until 
going one mile and a half, when Die made one of her tremendous brushes, 
lapped Fanny, passed her, and then being taken in hand, continued to 
lead until crossing the seore, Fanny being a length behind, and Highlan- 
der dropping in his distance. Time of the first mile, 1:52—of the heat 
This unexpected result so much alarmed the supporters of the Glencoes, 
that they at once set abont to “hedge” out of their dilemma, but with lit- 
tle success, as Die seemed to be in fine condition, while Fanny appeared 
much distressed, satisfying all that she was entirely unfit to run. Mr. 
Hare, her owner, therefore determined to draw her, that she might be at 
once turned out to become prepared for the spring campaign. 
The friends of Highlander, finding that he had not run for the heat, and 
that he had sweat out well, now took him at one to three, and in this way, 
got deeper in by endeavoring to get out of their difficulties. 

Second Heat.—At the word Highlander got the start and led off in a 
spirited manner, but had not gone far when Die joined his company, and 
lying well to him until reaching the head of the quarter stretch, made a 
handsome “brush” and beat hitn over the score in the first mile in 1:51. 
The second mile Die had everything ber own way, pulling to the horse 
at times, and then shaking him off at pleasure, to the great delight of 
those who believe the get of Boston unequalled by those of any other 
horse the world has ever seen. On entering the quarter stretch Highlan- 
der made a desperate effort to win, but want of strength and speed made 
him last in the heat, which was run in 3:49}; and I think I may be per- 
mitted to say, that at least two seconds of this time would have been dis- 
pensed with, had Miss Die found it necessary to do so.

THIRD DAY. 

A more interesting and exciting race than that of yesterday, has not 
been seen over the Broad Rock Ceurse for ten years.

The 
announcement that six contestants were to appear, seemed to have awak- 
ened the feelings of ‘days lang syne” in those who had known the race 
course in its palmiest days, and young and old hastened to the scene to 
enjoy the sport. 

From the.moment the horses appeared before the stand until the horn 
sounded for starting, speculators took sides with Florence and backed her 
heavily against the field. She was known to be very fleet when in order, 
and judging from her mile race at Newmarket last week, those who 
knew her best felt confident that she was just right to make two flying 
heats and take the purse with ease. ; 

At twenty minutes past 1 o'clock, the bugle sounded to saddle, and in 
a few minutes thereafter the six entries came up to the score and received 
the word, the Boston filly being first, Dividend second, Pauline third, 
Highlander fourth, Florence fifth, and Seline sixth. 

First Heat.—The six got off well together, the fleet footed Seline soon 
showing in front, and taking the lead, which she maintained with appa- 
rent ease, Florence making a desperate effort to overhaul her, but failing 
to do so, the other four merely “jogging along” so as to keep the flag out 
of their faces. . Both miles were run without change or variation, Seline 
winning the heat with ease in 3:454, Florence being second, Highlander 
third, Pauline fourth, the Boston filly fifth, and Dividend distanced. 

The betting now changed in favor of Seline against the field, Florence 
being out of fix and unable to run. Highlander’s friends too rallied a lit- 
tle, and took him against Florence at two to one. Indeed the betting 
was so variable, that it would be impossible to note it correctly. ; 

Second Heat.—The five contestants having cooled out well, again took 
their positions, and getting an admirable ‘send off,” the contest was quite 
spirited between Seline and Pauline for half @ mile, when Seline again 
resumed the lead, Pauline fell back, and Florence made one of her telling 
brushes to get in front, but failed to do so, only being able to get to her 
leader’s hips, where she hung on until passing the stand, and then gave

“quick feet,” might win; but their hopes were vain, as the sequel will 

reve. ‘ : 
* First Heat.—The two crossed the score side by side, Die having the 
track, and on receiving the word, moved off at a fair gait. They had not 
gone more than one hundred and fifty yards when Die passed to the 
front, and getting a run upon her jockey, madea considerable gap be- 
tween her competitor and herself, before she could be got under control. 
When nearing the head of the stretch, old Reube made a handsome brush, 
and came up a little, but Die led him over the score in the first mile in 
1:56. The second mile was run without change or variation in positions 
in 1:55. And the third mile in 2:01. Die winning at ease and well in 
hand, while Reube was punished unnecessarily severe by his jockey, who 
endeavored to make him do, what no horse in Virginia could have done 
yesterday—that is, catch and beat Die Clapperton. 

After the appointed time had been allowed for rubbing and cooling, 
the horn again sounded, but those who had seen the first heat, were so 
well satisfied as to what would be the result of the race, that they gave

Second Heat.—The horses being saddled and mounted, the two came 
to the score in good order, and at the word, moved off quite lively. Reube 
soon drew in front and opened a gap of five lengths, which he maintained 
throughout the first mile in 2:02, Die merely trailing that her competitor 
might make a show. In the second mile Reube led throughout until half 
way down the quarter stretch, when Die made one of her tremendous

FIFTH DAY. 

There were two races on this Course, yesterday, the first being a sweep- 
stake for three-year-old colts and fillies, two mile heats, entrance $200; 
and the last a sweepstake for four-year-olds, two mile heats, $300 en- 
trance. 

The attendance to witness the sport was good, though not as large as 
we expected to see, the pleasantness of the weather, and the variety of 
ways for reaching the track, considered. 4 

As soon as it was ascertained among the betting circles that Messrs. 
Fowler and Green intended paying forfeits, and that only three of the 
six entries would come to the scratch, speculators opened their golden bat- 
teries in favor of Mr. Belcher’s filly against the field, which offers were 
readily accepted by those who believe the odds a good horse at all times. 
Before the horses appeared on the course, a considerable amount of 
money was staked on the result, and the “fielders” began to ‘‘fag,” but 
when the “trio” showed in front of the stand, the lively appearance of 
Henry and the perfect condition of the Zinganee colt reassured them, and 
they again rallied and drove the speculators on the filly from their position, 
forcing them to break under or claim the odds. The result was quite na- 
tural, the fact being considered that she had never made a two mile race, 
and therefore was unknown to fame; while Henry, one of her competi- 
tors, had proved his speed and endurance on other fields; nevertheless, 
her friends felt sanguine, knowing as they did, that she was by Tally-Ho, 
the favorite son of Boston, and one of the best racers of his day. 

First Heat.—A 1 o’clock the trumpet sounded, the trio came up for the 
word, the filly being inside, the Zinganee colt second, and Henry third. 
After some little maneuvering, the starters flet go, the judges gave the 
word, and all three setting off in a bunch, a spirited contest ensued for 
the lead. When they had gone one hundred and fifty yards the filly 
showed in front, the colt being second, and Henry third, evidently 
taking it easy, desiring only to drop in his distance. Thus they ran 
around the first mile in 1:55, without change or variation, the filly going 
at her ease, under a strong pull, while the young Zinganee exerted all his 
powers to join her company, but without success. On the back stretch 
the three once more joined company, but only for a moment, as the filly 
promptly responded to the call of the rider, took up the lead and ran home 
an easy winner, well in hand, in 1:58$, the colt second, and Henry third. 
Time of the first beat, 3:50. 

Immediately after the result was declared, the “fielders,” in order to 
“hedge out,” opened in favor of Henry against Zinganee at two to one, 
while the friends of the filly backed her at long odds against the field. 
Not a few of the uninitiated bit at both these baits, and were beautifully 
hooked to the tune of their piles on the 

Second Heat.—The anxiety of the starters to get a fair send off, caused 
the Judges to call the horses back twice, when the three came up abreast, 
received the word, and took up the running from the start. The fleet- 
footed filly soon drew in front, and under a steady pull made some beau- 
tiful running, the Zinganee colt brushing at her several times in the first 
half mile, but failing to reach her. Henry’s rider finding that the jig 
was up, unless he could do something, rallied his horse and made a 
splendid brush, coming up side by side with the filly, who not fancying 
such a partner, let out another link, outran him down the stretch, and 
passed the score in the first mile in 1:514, leading Henry about two 
lengths. The second mile was run in the same manner, Henry conti- 
nually “brushing” to get in front, but always finding the young Miss with 
enough in hand to ease off and keep him at a distance. And thus the 
mile was run in 2:004, and the heat in 3:52, the filly winning with. ap- 
parent ease.

Each of these horses were favorites with all classes, but 
Voltaire had the call among the **knowing ones,” and the race proved 
that he deserved it. 

First Heat.—The start was an admirable one, but Voltaire having hav 
ing the heels, soon parted company with his companion, and continued to 
lead him to the end of the heat, making the first mile in 1:51, and the se- 
cond in 1:59, with the greatest ease imaginable. How low he could have 
run the two miles in the ‘‘forties,” we cannot conjecture, but it seemed to 
us that he could have readily shortened the time four seconds, if there 
had been any necessity for so doing. Time of the heat, 3:50. 

Second Heat.—Some few bets were néw made of four to one that Vol- 
taire would win. The start was a beautiful one, both horses getting off 
togethe:, vut they soon parted company, Voltaire taking the lead, and 
Granite continually trying to overhaul him and change places, but with- 
out success. Occasionally Granite would get up to his competitor’s side, 
when Vol. would again move off, and sa® his eyes for his pains. The 
time of the first mile was 1:51—and of the heat, 3:51.

Bell 
failed to beat his rivals with perfect ease, at four mile heats, andeven a ; On the result of this race there was a great deal of money bet, the odds 
shorter distances, when in condition to run. | being rather in favor of Mary Pindar, until after the first heat, when the 
Before the hour for the race, despite the clouds of dust that environed betting changed to 100 to 80; and indeed, in one or two instances, 100 to 


the roads leading to the course, the friends of the “old horse” poured in 
from all quarters to witness the sport, and again beheld him crowned 
with victory. The attractions of a four mile race also enticed many out 
to see it, so that the concourse upon the track was by far, the largest of 
the week. 

When the time came for starting, the horn sounded, and in a very short 
time the entries made their appearance. Red Eye never looked better in 
his life, and conducted himself so well that those who had been betting 
upon him, immediately increased the odds to four and five to one that he 
would beat the field. Lawson also looked well, having vastly improved 
since the spring, but we thought him rather high in flesh to perform the 
task imposed upon him. Nat Blick, a handsome sorrel gelding, moved 
with elastic step, and showed that he was in good hands, but he was an 
untried one at four miles, and being in a hard party for a youngster, was 
generally marked as last in the race. That he is ajtramp card, and will 
yet make himself felt in the racing world, none can doubt who saw his 
race on Saturday. ‘ 

After the Judges had drawn for positions and charged the riders, the 
horn again sounded, when the three came up well together, Lawson being 
first, Nat Blick second, and Red Eye third. 

First Heat.—The word is given, and Lawson getting a good send off 
moves in front and cuts out the work for his competitors to-do. Nat 
Blick finding that the game was to be a lively one, immediately takes up 
the banter for a trial of speed, and at Lawson he goes with might and 
main. The two have not gone more than a quarter of a mile when Nat 
laps and passes Lawson, and finding that he has something to do, ad- 
vances to the position of a goed second, and continues there until the 
first mile is run, in 1:59, Lawson falling off and showing that his only in- 
terest in the sport is to keep the flag out of his face. The second mile is 
entered. Nat still leads by four lengths, old Red trailing ai his ease, and 
without caange or variation, the second mile is run in 2 minutes. The 
third mile is begun, Nat holding the lead, but old Red is after him and 
the spacetbetweenjthem decreases till Nat leads by the score in 1:57. Now 
comes the tug of war. See the old horse switch his tail. Parker, his 
rider, has called upon him, and most gallantly he responds. There they 
go on the back stretch; Nat is making a desperate effort ts hold his own, 
but the blood of the old horse is up, his speed increases, and as Nat 
swings into the turn, the old horse locks him, shoves his head in front, 
gets his shoulders clear, netwithstanding the desperate efforts of his 
young relative, holds his position to the end, making the last mile in 1:564, 
and winning the heat by half a length in 7:534. Lawson merely dropping 
in his distance. 

A more beautiful heat than the above has not been run over the cotirse 
this season—not that Red Eye could not have made better time, but 
because he was managed with that judgment which is only displayed by 
skilful jockeys and master trainers, when théy desire to amuse the specta- 
tors and at the same time preserve the reputation of their entries. 

After giving the horses an opportunity of cooling off, it was rumored 
on the track that Nat Blick would start no more, and that fact being set- 
tled, ten to one was offered and taken that Red Eye would win. Such 
odds often take in the ‘‘suckers,” who, by some strange mode of reason- 
ing, seem to think their chances of success increase in proportion to the 
odds they get. How they arrived at such a conclusion we are unable to 
say; butif business men would leave their money and credit at home, 
when they go to see a race, many of them would have no cause to regret 
it. Our advice to all is never to hazard their money on a horse race; but 
if we are determined to do so, then we say, never take bad chances be- 
cause large odds are offered. 

Second Heat.—At the sound of the horn Red Eye and Lawson came 
up for the start, Nat Blick having been withdrawn, and on receiving the 
‘‘word,” Lawson led off in a spirited manner, Red Eye merely trailing 
without making an efiort to get in front, and thus the two crossed the 
score in 1:58. The second mile was run in the same way in 1:56, and 
the third mile in 2:01. Nowcomes the grand struggle. Lawson’s rider 
draws his whip, and the old fellow takes itjat every stride; but Red Eye has 
the front position, and whenever his competitor comes up, eases off from 
him until the two reach the back stretch, where Lawsoa responds to the call 
of his jockey and goes up to Red Eye. Side by side the two fairly fly to 
the quarter stretch. See how they make for home. Now Red Eye 
draws clear. Now Lawson has him. Another effort—another rally—the 
brush is a telling one, and Red Eye leads by half a length across the 
score and wins the heat, making the last mile in 2:00, and the heat in 
7:55, to the delight of those who had backed him at ten to one.

ST, LAWRENCE COURSE. 
The first Races over the St. Lawrence Course came off on Tuesday 
last; and, notwithstanding the unfavorable weather, attracted an im- 
mense crowd of people. Never before were there gathered so many to- 
gether, on any public occasion, in this part of the country. For more 
than two hours previous to that appointed for the commencement of the 
Races, the roads leading to the Course were covered with people in all 
sorts of vehicles, on foot and on horse-back, endeavoring to reach the 
Course in due season. Notwithstanding the immense jam upon the 
roads, I am not aware of a single accident having happened either in go- 
ing or returning. 

The first Race was for the Club Purse, mile heats, open only to horses 
owned in the District. There were five entries, viz. : Jerry Boston, Scotch 
Bonnet, Red Bird, Sleepy Mary, and Pilot. The betting, previous to the 
Start, was on the field agaiast Jerry Boston, who had plenty of backers, 
who accepted eagerly ali the bets offered. Nothing of unusual interest or 
especially worthy of mention occurred during the race, except indeed the 
very slow time in which it was run: the track was in first rate order, and 
in every way fit for fast time; but the horses contending had not the 
breeding, (ulthough all in admirable condition,) and therefore much 
should not have been expected from them. .

First Heat.—The horses got off well at the word, and waited closely 
upon each other round the first turn, when Sally Ward found that it 
would be necessary to hurry herself up a little more to keep company 
with her rival ladies, and so took a good little rum, which enabled her to 
get inside the flag before it was dropped, about six lengths behind Jenny 
Lind,—Jenny two lengths behind the Queen,—much to the chagrin of 
the driver of Sally Ward, she was adjudged distanced for her running. 
The time of the heat was three minutes and seventeen seconds. 

Second Heat.—This time, again, the horses had a beautiful start, and 
went head and head to the half mile pole in 1:36—when Jenny Lind 
made an effort to pass the Queen, but in doing 0, lost her feet, when the 
Queen drew away a couple of lengths, and maintained her advantage to 
the stand, coming out two lengths ahead.

First heat.—After three false starts, the horses got away, Sir Harry lead- 
ing to the quarter pole, which he reached in 28 seconds; Miss Bell and 
Mary Pindar at his skirts; Little Flea and Tecumseh about four lengths 
behind. Here, however, he gave way to the two ladies, who fairly flew 
past him and opened a gap on him of a dozen lengths to the half mile 
pole, in 58 seconds, and continued to increase the distance to the end of 
the first mile ; Miss Bell about a length inadvance of Mary. Time, 2:03. 
On entering the second mile Mary made a desperate effort to outfoot Miss 
Bell, but it was useless; Miss Beil had the heels of her, and despite her 
utmost-efforts, beat her a clear length to the stand, making the mile in 
2:07; and the heat in 4:10, The others were of course lett behind the 
flag ; in fact, during the last mile there seemed to be a continual struggle 
between them as to which should be the most badly distanced. ’ 

Second Heat.—The horses got a good send off, and went side by side 
round the turn; on entering the straight side, Miss Bell drew away a 
length, increased her advantage to two round the turn, and maintained 
it throughout the first mile (which was run in two minutes and ten se- © 
conds) and until they passed the quarter pole on the second mile, when 
Mary Pindar made a brush, went up and attempted to pass her on the in- 
side; she was, however, too late in making her dash, as Miss Bell 
drew in too close, before she reached her, to allow her to pass, compel- 
ling Mary to hold up, by which she lost at least twenty lengths. ary 
Pindar made a gallant struggle to recover her lost ground, but the gap 
was too great and Miss Bell beat her nearly two open lengths to the stand ; 
making the last mile in two minutes and twelve seconds; and the heat 
in four minutes and twenty-two seconds, 

A protest was made against Miss Bell, as being over the age at which 
she was entered ; the Judges not being able to come to a satisfactory de- 
cision, allowed the usual time for proof of age—the following is the sum- 
mary :

The Trotting for a purse of $100, brought four horses to the score—Red 
Bird, Black Hawk, Tom Moore, and Queen,—as good a field of five-year- 
olds, I will venture to say, as ever before meton any course. None o 
them, however, were in condition for a bruising race, more particularly 
as the track was so very heavy. Red Bird was too fat, and very short of 
work; Black Hawk, likewise, was too high in flesh ; Tom Moore, on the 
contrary, was very low in condition, entirely out of fix—in fact was only 
entered to add to the sport, and if possible hurry the time a little. Queen 
was completely off her feet, although she trotted better than oa the pre- 
vious day. 

The Race.—Queen drew the pole; Red Bird next; Tom Moore third ; 
and Black Hawk outside. They got off beautifully together at the word, 
Black Hawk a little in advance, the rest well up till they reached the half 
mile, when Black Hawk drew away three or four lengths, increased his 
advantage to the three-quarter pole, and bid fair to shut them all out. 
On entering the straight side, however, they all made play, footed up te 
him very rapidly, and got snugly within their distance ;—Red Bird se- 
cond, Queen third, and Tom Moore fourth. The time of the heat was 
three minutes and six seconds. 

Second Heat.—Another capital startgbut this time Red Bird took the 
lead, opened a big gap, continued to increase it all the way. round, and 
crossed the score nearly eighty yards in advance of Tom Moore and 
Black Hawk, who made a most beautiful’ race for the second place— 
Queen nowhere, being more than an eighth of a mile inthe rear. Time, 
two minutes and thirty-seven seconds. 

Third Heat.—Again they got away at the word—Red Bird leading to 





to the quarter pole ; Tom Moore second ; and Black Hawk close up. On 
entering the home stretch, Black Hawk lapped Tom Moore, who made 
an effort to shake him off, but broke up in so doing and lost a couple of 





lengths, Red Bird leading over the score six or seven lengths in advance, 
The time of this heat was not very fast, Black Hawk and Tom having 
had the kink taken out of them the second heat, and were unable to get 
— to Red Bird to hurry him. He won at his jeisure. Time, 
2:504. 

Fourth Heat—Was exactly a repetition of the last; and was performed 
in very nearly the same time, viz: 2:50, 

Before concluding this report, I cannot forbear making allusions to Red 
Bird, who is, without doubt, the most extraordinary little animal of his 
size in the world. He is a small bay pony, about thirteen hands and one 
inch in height, and does not weigh over 690 or 700 pounds He is only 
five years old, has started thirteen times, and has never been beaten al- 
though the judges declared him djstanced in a race at Montreal two or 
three weeks ago, notwithstanding’ that he came in nearly a distance 
ahead in both heats! Had it not rained during the night previous to his 
race here and rendered the track so soft as to be dreadfully cut up by the 
running horses, and of course completely destroyed for fast work, the 
time marked would, no doubt, have been seven or eight seconds faster in 
the second heat (the only one in which he was allowed to make the least 
effort) than it was. Too much praise cannot be given to Mr, Gratton for 
the manner in which he drove him; in fact, if his driving to-day may be 
taken as a fair sample of his skill, he may be ranked as “*A N¢@ 1”’ every- 
where. ; 

This race concluded the first regular meeting on the St. Lawrence 
Course ; and I feel satisfied that all parties present were pleased with the 
decorum and good order that prevailed, and with the manner in which 
everything wasconducted. The following is the summary :—

NEW YORK STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


FOURTEENTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION, 








This was held at Hamilton-square, in the City of New York, on the 3d, 
ith, Sth and 6th of October. The American Institute united with the 
State Society in its Agricultural department, and the New York Horti- 
cultural Society in that of horticulture ; combining thus three exhibitions 
in one, making it in some respects the best that has ever been held in the 
State. 

The grounds were spacious, and the arrangenient a model, such as we 
hope the Society’ will mainly copy in all its future exhibitions. For the 
plan, and carrying it into effect, with all the attending details, the Socie- 
ty is indebted to the Building Committee, Messrs. Faile, Bell and Morris. 
To understand the plan, it is necessary to inspect the handsome |itho- 
graph of it, which will undoubtedly be found in tke forthcoming volume 
of the Transactions of the Society. We earnest.y invite the officers of all 
other Societies in the United States to give it a careful inspection. We 
speak of the general arrangement only, and not of the exact number of 
feet and inches that the stails, pens, show and exercising rings, and halls 
and tents occupied. 

The horse stalls, and sheep and pig pens, projected on three sides from 
the high board fence which surrounded the Show Grounds; the horse 
stalls having doors with padlocks on them, for the safety of the animals 
atnight. About one-third of the grounds were devoted to the cattle 
stalls, which were erected with tight boarded roofs,* and placed in paral- 
lel lines, so wide apart that crowds could pass easily between them with- 
out being incommoded, and take a leisurely inspection of the animals 
both before and behind. 

Contiguous to the horse stalls was an oblong riding and driving ring, 
150 by 300 feet, and two leading rings, each 110 by 190 feet, for tne dis- 
play of the horses. There were also rings of a suitable size for the ex- 
amination of the cattle by the judges. The halis for the mechanics, ag- 
ricuttural implements, vegetables, fruits, flowers, seeds, &c., were ample 
and commodious. 

HORSES. : 

The show in horses was large, and highly meritorious in the classes 
exhibited, The entries were 205; consisting almost exclusively of blood 
and trotting stock, and single or matched roadsters. We doubt if any 
show las exhibited better or more numerous specimens in these classes. 
We noticed those superb imported horses Trustee and Monarch, which 
have already won such deserved distinction among American breeders. 
Monarch we recognized as an almost faultless specimen of the thorough- 
a _ we saw in the stables of his former owner and importer, Col. 

ade Hampton, of South Carolina, some eight years ago. He has the 
appearance and sprightliness of a colt, though some 20 years old. He 
now belongs to Col. Morris, of Fordham, the present owner of Fashion 
and her colt, both of which were in fine condition, and on the show 
grounds. 

We were sorry to notice an almost entire absence of the cart-horse—the 
horse of all work—brood mares and eolts. But the truth is, that few 
horses are reared within 100 miles of this city; and though a larger num- 
ber of these animals are used within these limits than on any other equal 
space in the United States, there is not the interest in exhibiting that 
there would be if bred in this vicinity. 

Adams’s Express exhibited thiee large and very fine bay horses, har- 
nessed tandem, before a huge wagon. With heavy bear-skins over their 
collars, and stout, heavy silver-plated harness, they made as brave a show 
as a company of grenadiers. 

MULES. 

Rut whatever deficiency there may have been in work horses, it was 
Muss juan compensated for in the mules, We much doubt if such a se- 
lection of mules was ever before brought together. Nearly 50 were onthe 
ground, mostly in well-matehed pairs, and every one far above the ordi- 
nary style of mute in size and appearance. Many of these were over 16 
hands high—some over 17 hands. One team of six pairs, belonging to 
Mr. Buckalew, were driven at a rapid trot over the intricate tracks of the 
show-grounds, with as much ease and precision as a pair of well-broke 
horses. Mr. B. had an eqnal number of others on exhibition, single and 
matched. Mr. Bishop also showed a team of six finely-matched mules, 
one pair beautifully striped and mottied, the produce of an Arabian horse 
onajenny. Mr. Jackson showed {four splendid fellows ;. and two or three 
other parties as many more. We trust this exhibition will do more to in- 
troduce, (for general work at the North,) this useful, but hitherto despised 
énimal, than any step heretofore taken. We should consider this single 
result far more than equivalant to the aggregate of this show. 





But we fear it will take the public some time to learn the true 
value of such an animal, as great size and @ certain airy show are most 
highly valued by the-mass; and yet we should judge Walviston would 
weigh about 2,000ibs , although not yet full grown, This is certainly a 
good size for an animalin tair working condition.

His cows are large and fine, and great milkers. Mr, Slate had a very 
fine imported heifer, that has just dropped her first calf. She is a highly 
promising milker. Messrs, Hungerford and Brodie had two fine imported 
cows, and some other Svort Horns. . 

Of the foreign stock Mr. Haines’s. superb bull Astoria, made much the 
best show; while Vane Tempest 2d, and Young Nymph were highly at- 
tractive, 

Many of the animals of all kinds had no owner’s name on their tickets, 
otherwise we should have noted more. We beg such to accept this as 
our apolegy for not mentioning them. 


Devons. —This was a choice display, indeed. The principal exhibitors 


were Mr. Edward G. Faile, with Wellington, Exeter, Tecumseh, Jenny, | 


Bowley, Victoria, and others. Messrs. Wainright with May Boy, Mas- 
sasoit, Kate Kearney, Helena 2d, and Nora. Mr, Morris with Frank 
Quartly, Birth Bay, Edith, Virtue, and Fuschia. Mr. Stevens with Candy, 
Washington, and some fine cows. Mr. De Forest with a two year old 
bull, and others. 

Ayrshires.—Mr. Watson was the largest exhibitor of these, He had 13 
head present. Messrs. Hangerford and Brodie had 9 bead. Mr. Prentice, 
3, and Mr. Van Bergen and others, a number. Several of these were fine 
animals. 

Alderneys.—Mr. J. P. Norten, of Conn., exhibited a pair of heifers and 
a young bull of the true high bred stamp, and with such characteristics 
as we must admire in an Alderney. Mr. Colt, of New Jersey, showed a 
young bull, and a very superior cow, fine, deep, and of great butter qua- 
lity. 

Grade Short Horns.—Of these there was a superb exhibition, especially 
of great milkers. Mr. Robert R. Morris showed 16 cows, some of which 
would give from 27 to 32 quarts of milk per day, and were models as to 
milking form, and make 12 to 15ibs. of butter per week. Mr. J. Bath- 
gate showed 8 superb cows, while many others were on the ground whose 
owners’ names we did not find. 

Fat Cattle.—Mr. J. B. Reed exhibited a grade short-horn ox, which he 
informed us weighed, when he took him off the boat, 3,995ibs. He is 
reasonably fine for his size, and of fair quality. Messrs. O. & G. Shel- 
don, of Cayuga County, had ten yoke of pure and high bred fat steers, 
which made a beautiful show as they were driven round. There were 
quite 2 number of other excellent fat cattle, but so penned up, when we 
made the rounds, we could not get at them for examination, 

SHEEP. 

There were 425 entries of all breeds, which, on the whole, made quite 
a favorable display. 

Long Wool Sheey.—Messrs. Hallock and Sherman, were on hand with 
their two famous imported rams, one of the ewes and a superb lamb. 
Mr. R. A. Alexander, of Kentucky, had a grand buck, just arrived from 

England. He is one of the largest and best ever brought to this country. 
His head is particularly fine for such a great sheep. Thera were some 
very good ones from Canada also, and elsewhere. 

South Downs.—Messrs. Morris and Becar, as usual, were in great force 
in this department, with their famous imported Webb buck, and a good 
lot of younger ones, and a flock ofewes. Mr. Haight had some quite nice 
ones. Mr. Wait, also, and others. 

Fine Wool Sheep. —Of these there were more present than we had anti- 
cipated, comprising Mr. Chamberlin’s choice imported Silésian sheep, 
great French Merinos, and other Saxon and Merinos home bred, hardy, 
fine and good, 

CASHMERE GOATS. 

Dr. Davis, of South Carolina, exhibited a pair of these highly valuable 
animals which he selected himself when travelling in Asia, and imported 
into this country. He has succeeded well in breeding them pure here, 
and also with crossing them on the native goats of the country. Their 
wool is worth at least $8 perlb. We think untold wealth will yet be 
realized in the United States, from these Lighly valuable and easily raised 
animals. 

SWINE. 

In this department there was a choice show of 141. Mr. Morris exhi- 
bited the Essex, Suffolk; and Berkshire; Messrs. Wainright the two for- 
mer; Col. Sherwood, a beautiful pair of Suffoiks; Mr. Wilson a choice 
Suffolk boar, others pigs, in considerable numbers; and Mr. Brodie a pair 
of superior. Yorkshires. These two last animais were undoubtedly a Suf- 
folk cross, as they were nearly as fine as this breed, butof greater size. 

We should think they would weigh from 500 to 600ibs.each. Mr. Love 
had some still larger and quite fine. 

In concluding our observations on stock, we wish to state, that the ex- 
hibition in Short Horns and South-down sheep would have been still bet- 
ter, had Mr. Thorne, of Dutchess Coun'y, came out-with his stock ; but 
most of it has been so recently imported, he thought it advisable to defer 
sending anything to a State Cattte Show, till his animals had got over the 
fatigues of their voyage, and produced some young things here to be ex- 
hibited with them. 

POULTRY, DOGS, RABBITS, ETC, 

A few years ago, the fowls present, would have been considered a 
splendid show ; but after the Exhibitions of the National Poultry Society, 
at Barnum’s Museum, in this city, last winter, and that at Albany, the 
collection here looked rather small. There were, however, some fine 
birds present, and a good many novelties, {rom the puny Bantam up to 
the tall Shanghai. : 

Mr. Samuel Faile and Mr. Van Rensellaer, made a good exhibition of 
the large Madagascar, or Lop-eared rabbits. Some of these could not be 
excelled. . 

i We noticed a few Scotch terrier and shepherd dogs on the ground. 

The arrangement for the exhibition of all these animals was good. 

They had plenty of room and were well covered. 
HORTICULTURAL DEPARTMENT, 

The Vegetables were displayed in a large tent, 60 by 90 feet, near the 
large halis. We noticed here a fine lot of Wood’s seedling potatoes, said 
to have yielded 350 bushels to the acre. Mr. Hamilton Morrison, of Mont- 
gomery, Orange County, exhibited thirty varieties of potatoes, all correct- 
ly labeled: We noticed among them the nutmegs, a variety of the first 
quality, and very hardy. Another contributor displayed several varieties, 
raised this season from the seed. Many of these were as large asa hen’s 
egg, Showing that it is entirely practicable, and not a very long process, 
to reproduce this bulb from the seed balls. 

Mr. J. C. Brennan, near 61st-street, hada fine display of vegetables, 
with his gardener in attendance, to answer inquiries. Here was a hillof 
well grown sweet potatoes, vines and all. There were more than a peck 
ofthem. There were two varieties of okra; a vegetable we believe of 
African origin, and still confined mainly to the gardens of amateur culti- 
vators. Stewed in the same manner as spring beans, it makes a very de- 
licious dish. Itis worthy of much extensive cultivation. Mr. Brennan 
also showed the Japan pea, and a splendid cotton plant in full flower. 
We noticed, also, in his collection, the asparagus bean, which yields pods 
a yard long. It is cut up in pieces of six inches in length, and cooked 
like asparagus, which it is thought to resemble. 

Mr. James Hallock, of Whitestown, Oneida County, exhibited samples 
of the Boston marrow squash, an article that we @re_rejoiged to see emi- 
grating westward. Itis a squash of standard excellence; sells by the 
quantity in the Eastern markets, from $35 to $40 per ton. In good soil, 
well cultivated, it will produce’ filteen tons to the acre. There is no apo- 
logy for any man who takes an agricultural paper, to raise pumpkins or 
crooknecks thereafter. He also exhibited fine Carter potatoes, We learn- 
ed from him that there would be two-thirds of a crop of corn in his vici- 
nity; taat the potato crop was pretty good. We heard of go considerable 
rot among them in all our inquiries. 

Mr. D. B. Buckley, of Williamstown, Massachusetts, exhibited fine po- 
tatoes, and a large variety of seeds. He is one of our most success{ul cal- 
tivators, and has never been troubled with the rot among his potatoes. 
His remedy is ashes, applied at three different times during the season. 

The Fruits were exhibited in Floral Hall, a tent 80 by 140 feet. It was

| He also had @ good collection of seedling dablias, Messrs, Thomas Hogg 
and Son, of Yorkville, reecived the first award for the best collection of 
hot house plants; and Messrs, Eiwanger and Barry, of Rochester the se- 
cond. Mrs. Wm. Newcome of Pittstown, Rensselaer Co., as usua¥ stood 
first in the exhibition of German asters, pansies and phloxes; Mrs, James 
T. Van Nameeg, of Pittstown, of verbenas; Mar, Geo. W. Thatcher, of Sun- 
nyside, of dahlias. ; 

Mr. H.’A. Graef of Brooklyn, for the best floral design or ornament; 
and Mr. Wm. 8. Parke of the same city, and James: Weir, @or the best 
boquets. ‘ 

_There were many fine dishes of fruits en exhibition, among which 
stood prominent the 200 varieties of Messrs. C. M. Hovey & Co., of Bos- 
| con, 190 of which were named varieties of pears fgom their specimen 
| trees, 
| Messrs. Elwanger and Barry, exhibited about an equal number of bet- 
| ter grown specimensof pears {rom their trees; and we were glad to see 
that Mr. Barry, the Editor of the ‘Horticulturist,’ had carried out his 
own suggestion, in a late number of his Magazine, and had marked the 
name on each pear by writing upon their skin with ink. This: adds 
} much to the interestand utility of these exhibitions. Both of the above 
collections received the award of a silver cup to each, of the value of 
$15,00, . , 

Among the pears a fine dish of the Bartlett attracted unusual attention ; 
and we are sure that those who saw those fine large specimens of Doy- 
enne Bossock and Beurre Claigeau, will readily recognize them elsewhere. 
These are the thost promising new pears; and if the quality is at all in 
keeping with the exterior they must be acquisitions. 

There was perhaps the choicest collection of apples ever yet exhibited, 
although not in so great numbers as we have before seen. Many of the 
dishes and some collections were fully equal to anything upon the tables 
at the show of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society at Boston. Mr. J. 
W. Bailey, of Plattsburgh, won the silver cup for the greatest number and 
best specimens of apples. Messrs. A F(oaCo., of Rochester, the se- 
cond; Messrs, Elwanger & Barry took the first premium on plams; Mr. 
H. G. Dickenson, of Lyons, on peaches; Mr. Frost, ‘of Rochester, on 
quinces; Dr. Underhill, Croton Point, on native grapes, and the same to 
Mr. Theodore Fowler of Fishkill. The second best was awarded to Mr, 
Saul Merritt, Duchess Co, Thaton best toreign grapes was given to Mr. 
James Potter, Princeton, N,J., and best one variety to his Black Ham- 
burg. Messrs. Hovey had fine specimens of the Concord grape on exhi- 
bition ; and the most experienced pomologists after trial pronounced it a 
decided ‘tacquisition.” Mr, 8.8. Pennington, of Whiteside, Iilinois, re- 
ceived the first premium of a silver cup of the value of $15, for the best 
specimens and greatest variety of apples on the foreign list. They were 
remarkably fine specimens; and being from the West, were particularly 
welcome to the examination of pomologists. | 

On the whole we were highly gratified with this department of the 
great New York State Exbibition, and think it must hawe answered every 
reasonable expectation of the friends of this Society, It cannot {ail to 
scatter seeds of horticultural knowledge far and wide, which will mature 
hereafter in many a beautiful harvest. 

IMPLEMENTS. 

Of strictly Farm Implements, the number was large and highly merito- 
rious, though nothing specially new and important. We have never seen 
better machines at any exhibition. The reapers and mowers were there 
infgreater perfection than we have before noticed, ‘and we were gratified 
to witness a rapidly advaneing improvement in these invaluable ma- 
chines. Of general manufactures and implements there were few, and 
unimportant in character, 

The Annual Speech, by Hon. John P. Haleof New Hampshire, was an 
able and off-handed effort, and calculated to do much to uid in forward- 
ing the great cause he so eloquently advocated, His audience was large, 
intelligent, and attentive throughout. 

The character of the spectators struck us as, being the most intelligent 
and respectable we ever before saw assembled in so large numbers. _ We 
did not observe a rowdy, or boorish, or drunken man on or around the 
premises during the four days’ exhibition ; and the police, so generously 
tendered by the Mayor, had an easier duty than arranging the ingress or 
egress of a popular concert. Large numbers of the intelligent farmers— 
those who make it an amusement as well as a profession, among us and 
around us—were there, and highly gratified by the display. 

The first and most of the second day of the opening of the exhibition 
was rainy, and few'consequently attended. The last two days were very 
fine, and the number of visitors respectable. Owing to the distance o! 
of the show grounds from the settled part of the city, and the great lack 
of sufficient conveyance to them, nothing like as many persons were pre- 
sent as there would have been, could the exhibition have been held ina 
place like Madison-sqnare. As it was, about $10,000 were taken ; lo- 
cated lower down, we have no doubt the receipts would have been from 
$25,000 to $30,000. 

As our journal is national rather than sectional, anc as a few only were 
interested in a long list of premiums, we do not publish them. They 
will be found at length in the daily papers of this city ; and will also be 
published in the next volume of the Transactions of the New York State 
Agricultural Society. To those interested in these matters, we would re- 
fer them to the above sources for information.

Last evening the Messrs, Mollenhauer, assisted by Madame Peaucellier 


and other artists, gave their third Grand Soiree at Dodworth’s pleasant | 


rooms, near Grace Church. The first part imcluded Onslow’s quartette 
in G Minor, the first movement of Beethoven’s trio, for piano, violin, and 
bass, in C Minor, a vocal quartette, and violin duett. The G Minor 
quartette was played in the most classical and elegant style possible, and 
perhaps, as a whole, was better played than any similar piece we have 
heard on this side the Atlantic. The composition itself is a perfect gem, 
and the performers, one and all, seemed fully to enter into its spirit, and 
strive to do justice to its merits. We have seldom listened to quartette 
playing where the players appeared rather as under the direct guidance 
of the composer himself, than as merely rendering his ideas according to 
their own taste and skill. 

The movement from the Trio was admirably performed, and displayed ° 
the fair pianist to much advantage. More strictly classical playing is 
seldom heard, while in force, delicacy, perspicuity, and general expres- 
sion, this lady will vie favorably with those highest in the profession. 

The duo for two violins was full of huge difficulties, which were sur- 
mounted by the brothers with marvellous grace and dexterity. Such an 
entertainment, at the low charge of fifty cents, ought to have drawn 
crowds. We should not forget the vocal part of the performance, which 
consisted of two four-part Glees, which were sung (at least that in the 
first part, which we heard), with taste and effect. The gentleman who 
sang first tenor has a most excellent voice, and a good style of delivery. 
To all who are desirous of receiving intelligent instruction im violin or 


piano playing, we strongly recommend the Institute of Messrs. Mollen- 
hauer. 

Wallace’s ‘‘Maritana” has been brought out in very good style at the 
Broadway, and has attracted full houses. The part of Maritana is done 
ample justice by the fair prima donna. In it are *to be found the very 
choicest gems of the opera, and most charmingly does Miss Louisa Pyne 
warble them forth. The intonation of this lady is faultless, and her exe- 
cution of the most florid passages is at once neat and (apparently) effort- 
less. Mr. Harrison, as Don Casar, appears to more advantage than in 
either of the former characters personated by him since his advent among 
us. His acting is easy and frequently graceful, and his singing far better 
in the matter of intonation than heretofore ; though it must be confessed 
that, in the management of his chest voice, this gentleman sadly fails. 
In piano passages, where full scope is given to his head voice, there is 
much sweetness of tone and delicacy, as well as precision in execution. 
He also takes great pains in all concerted pieces in which he has a part, 
evidently striving not to show himself and voice off, but to aid, as hg best 
may, to produce the composer’s intended effect. The head voice and the 
falsetto of this gentleman have much more vocal affinity than those of 
some other first-class tenors we wot of. Miss Poole acquits herself much 
to the satisfaction of her hearers in the role of the page, the music of 
which is remarkably adapted to her voice. Her appearance and manner 


of acting as the page are pleasing and graceful, while her singing gives 
evidence of much cultivation.
